Say Awronto, Tex., Sept. 1.—The scene of 
Gesolation‘and devastation in the flooded dts- 
trict west of here for a distance of 100 miles 
east and west and extending south from the 
Southern Pacific Railroad tracks for a dis- 
tence of 200 miles to the Rio Grande is terri- 


Thousands and thousands of acres of 
pesture and farm land is still under water. 
It is estimated thdt the damage to crops in 
the valley of the Leona River alone will reach 
one-half million dollars, while in the valley 
of the sSabinal and Saco there is 
fully as heavy losses. Thousands of 
bead of live stock, including cattle, horses 
and sheep, were caught in the torrent, and 
swept to their destruction. 

Up to 12 o'clock last night all telegraphic 
reports that were received here by the South- 
ern Pacific officers and the press came by 
El Passo, Puebio and Kansas City, the wires 
being Gown between here and Uvalde, 
Dhanis and other fo oded towns.

P. Banks, soldier and statesman, died at his 
home in this city shortly before 8 o'clock this 
morning from Drain §rouble, after a long 
illness. 4 

For nearly two years the General has been 
suffering, but he was Sot taken seriously ul 
until about two weeks @ao. Early this sum- 
mer he began to fall mpntally and was taken 
to the home of his da ter, the wife of the 
Rev. Paul Sterling, Mount Deer Isle, Me., 
for the summer. ; 

Three weeks ago Ws condition became 
more serious and he was brought to his home 
here. He grew worse guad he was then taken 
to the MeLean Asy! at Somerville. He 
succumbed rapidly and when could not 
recognize members of bis family it was de- 
cided by the physiciang that nothing could 
be done for him and yesterday he was con- 
veyed to his home once more, 

He began to sink rapidly and at 6 o'clock 
last evening it was evident that the end was 
fast approaching. Mrs. Bauks, with the 
General's daughter Mad and his niece, Miss 
Sybil Banks, were at lils bedside constantly 
until his death. 

At midnight the General became uncos- 


scious and be slowly lost strength until the 
hour of his death. 

The end came very quietly and those gatn- 
ered about the bed of the dying weneral were 
herdly aware when he passed away. 

On the announcement of Gen. Bangs’

On Tuesday afternoon ati 46 
o'clock ef services will be held at the 
residence, after which the body will be again 
borne to Asbury Temple, where the puplic 
services will be held. a 
HIS CAREER. 

Nathaniel Preatiss Banks was bern in 
Waltham, Hass., Jan, 80, 1816. After receiv- 
ing a common school edueation, he worked 
in a cotton mill, of whieh his father was 


superintendent and learned the trade of ma- 
chinist. Ambitious to rise inthe world, he 
studied Glligentiy during his leisure hours, 
and soon fitted himself to lecture before 
meetings and assembiles of various kinds. 
When quite young he became editor of the 
local paper at Waltham and while thus en- 
gaged incidentally studied law, being ad- 
mitted to the dar in 1840. In 1849 he was 
chosen to represeat his native burg i 
State Legisiature. At this time the | 
the ancient Whig party was waning 
Banks advocated coalitic 
tween the and 

new party, which 
was growing in power. His suggestion was 
carried out and he was made Speaker of the 
State Assembly in 1851 and also in 1652. In 
1858 he was a delegate to the Massachusetts 
Constitutional Convention and was chosen 
chairman thereof. In the same year he was 
elected to Congress as a C0-olition Demo- 
crat. Duringthis term of service he re- 
signed and identified himself with the 
pay | Bp: which re-elected him 
by a big ma ty over the Whig and Re- 
publican candidates. This time he was 
nominated for Speaker and after 133 ballots 
was elected by a small majority. The Amer. 
ican party subsequently went out of exist. 
ence, but Banks was again elected to Con- 
— (the sst) asa Republican by an even 
arger majority then before. Dec. 

A ; he again resigned bis 
seat in Congress aaving been 
Governor of Massachusetts. In 19868 
and 1659 he was re-elected Governor, resiga- 
ing in 1860 to accept the presidency of the 
Illinois Central Balilroad. This position he 
also gave up when the civil war broke out 
and he was commissioned Major-General of 
Volunteers and assigned to Command of the 
Sth Corps in the Army of the Potomac. His 
first active service was in the Upper Potomac 
and in Shenandoah Valley. © was after- 
wards assigned to taxe charge of the de- 
fenses at Washington and subsequently took 
charge of an expedition that salled from New 
York to New. Orleans, where he succeeded 
Gen. B. . Butler in command. He led an 
expedition up the Mississippi which was de- 
feated. He endeavered to reorganige the 
Government of Louisiana dat did not do it 
satisfactorily. 

In May, 1864, he was relieved of] his 
command, resigned commission 
ana bis Massachusetts

and re-elected to successive Congresses 
until 1877.

The bordering province of 
Ontario is similarly parched. The following 
Gata has been collected regarding the effects 
of the Grougth from us correspondents: 

Niagara Falis—The long Grought ‘has left 
its visible imprint on the fields everywhere 
in Niagara County. In Middleport, Lock- 
port, Brockport and other inland towns hay 
fields lie burned and blackened, crops have 
been dwarted, fruit has deteriorated and 
trees are-shorn of their foliage. Through the 
fruit section there has been a general at- 
tempt to overeome the ruin by (artificial 
means. 

Angelica—The loss to Allegheny County 
will amountto many thousands of dollars, 
The yield of milk nas shrunk from one-third 
to half, it is estimated, and it has been
